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Explanatory Remarks 


The data contained in this report are based on the records 
required under the various State laws vertaining to the shinments 
of cattle in and out of State. An attempt has heen made to renort 
only those statistics that nertain to shinments of cattle for dairy 
and breeding purposes, thereby eliminating beef cattle, feeder 
cattle, and cattle assigned directly for slaughter. Undoubtedly, 
in some instances this elimination has not been complete. However, 
the inclusion of animals for other than dairy nurposes was not 
considered important in any case by those contributing these data. 


Some of the revorts are based on a calendar year and some on 
the year ending June 30. The export and import situation often 
changes considerably from year to year both as to totals and sources 
of origin and destination. Also it is recognized that a few cattle 
may move across State lines by truck without being properly recorded. 
For these reasons it is requested that these data not be reproduced 
without checking with the original source for proper designation and 
qualification.e 


This report was requested by the Dairy Herd Replacements 
Committee of the Northeastern Dairy Conference and it is made for 
the use of this group as basic information essential to their 
deliberations.

Maine is the only State in the Northeast that might be considered 
primarily exporting. The three southern New England States, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania are.primarilvy imoorting. The total number of dairy 
cattle imported into Massachusetts and New Jersey is about the same as 
the total imoorts for the other eight States. New Hampshire, Vermont, 
New York, and Maryland do considerable importing and Pera pei ' 


The relationship of the present situation to earlier years is 
shown in the next two charts for those States reporting data over a 
period of years. ~ During the last 4 to 7 years there has been a gradual 
decline in imports.in Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, and 
Maryland. New York has remained fairly steady since the drastic change 
in 1933. During the last 15 years the high points in imports were 
1934 in Massachusetts, | 1928 and 1935 in Connecticut, 1927 in New York, 
1932 in New Jersey, and 1928 in Maryland. | 4 

The trend in exvorts during recent years would seem to be 
slightly downward in New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania. Maine, Vermont, and Maryland do not show much change. 
New York has been rising quite rapidly in exports since the low 
point in 1934. Not any of the States, however, are exporting at 
present as many as they have at other times during the vast 15 years.

According to the above data it may be said that about one-half of the 
dairy cattle in the Northeast which are nurchased out-of-State come from other 
Northeastern States, including Delaware, Virginia, and West Virginia. The balance 
except for about 3 »nercent from various varts of the United States, are imported 
from Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio, and Canada. ; 


Nearly 100,000 head of dairy cattle were imported into the 10 Northeastern 
States in 1939-40. About two-thirds of these imports went to southern New 
England and New Jersey. The greater than averaze reliance on outside sources for 
dairy-cow replacements in these metrovolitan areas is shovm by the fact that these 
4 States had only 13 percent of the slightly over 3-1/2 million milk cows on 
farms January 1, 1941, in the 10 Northeastern States. 


The 100,000 head imported from out-of-State accounts for only a part of 


the total replacements that are purchased. In a number of States the ‘movement 
between farms within the State greatly exceeds the interstate movement.
